Reasoned statement with regard to novelty, inventive step or industrial applicability; 
citations and explanations supporting such statement 

The present invention relates to a method for controlling phytopathogenic fungi using a 
compound of formula (1 ) as set out in the present claim 1 . 

D1 (EP 0 001 721) describes different mildewicides with a structure having a very high 
analogy with the presently claimed ones. Especially compound 8 has the only difference 
of the presence of a bomine atom at the 4-position of the phenyl ring. The subject-matter 
of the present claims is thus believed to be new (art.33(2)PCT). 

One skilled in the art expects similar properties from similar compounds. In the present 
case, a certain degree of fungicidal activity was predictable. However, the comparative 
data provided show an unexpectedly higher activity for compound 3 according to the 
present invention with respect to compound 8 of D1. Hence, the present invention is 
regarded as involving an inventive step (art.33(3)PCT). 
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
